Forces of Chang and Feng in 
Desperate Struggle to 
Control Peking. 


END OF LONG WAR SEEN 


London, March 2 (By A. P.).— 
The most severe fighting since the 
civil war in China began fifteen 
years ago is reported by the Daily 
Mail correspondent to be taking 
place near Machang, fifty miles 
south of Tientsin. 

It is described by the correspon- 
dent, whose dispatch is dated 
Machang, Sunday, as a life and 
death struggle between the rival 
interests of Marshal Chang Tso- 
Lin, the Manchurian leader, and 
Gen. Feng Yu-Hsiang, head of the 
national peoples army, for the 
domination of Peking. 

Chang’s ally, Gen. Li Ching-Ling, 
is said to be attempting an advance 
toward Tientsin on the Machang 
front, where he was driven back a 
few weeks ago by Gen. Feng’s men. 
After severe fighting in which both 


in which armored cars were largely 
employed, Li has been checked by 
strong reinforcements, which Feng 
rushed from Peking. 

Many bridges are reported to 
have been blown up, traffic and 
business has been disorganized, 
while a drastic censorship has been 
instituted. 

Marshal Chang’s troops are 
marching to Peking from Shan- 
haikwan area, while the forces of 
Gen. Wu Pei-Fu, the war minister, 
are marching from Honan to join 
Gen. Li. 

If this great clash ends in a de- 
cisive victory, says the Daily Mail 


correspondent, the reign of civil 
war in China probably will be 
brought to a close.

Robert M. Washburn, first biog-| 


rapher of President Coolidge, 
threw a bombshell into a meeting 
of the Massachusetts State society 
at the Washington club last night, 
when he attempted to draw a com- 
parison between President Coolidge 
and Senator William FE. Borah, of 
Idaho. 

Washburn was interrupted, almost 
before he had started his address, 
by Frederick G. Carpenter, acting 
president of the society, who jump- 
ed to his feet and said: ‘‘As a good 
American I want to protest against 
President Coolidge being compared 
with any one.’’ 

“The bylaws of this society de- 
clare that we shall not enter the 
field of politics,’ Mr. Carpenter 
added, ‘‘and that we are a social 
organization. I don’t think that as 
members of this society we should 
allow any one draw a comparison 
between President Coolidge and 
Senator Borah. I am too good an 
American to permit it.” 

For an instant there ‘was silence 
in the hall. Washburn _ stood 
speechless on the platform. The 
atmosphere was charged with tense- 
ness, and then some of the members 
began to hiss and boo Carpenter, 
while others applauded. 


Meeting in Confusion. 


The meeting..was thrown into 
confusion as members rose to their 
feet and demanded that they be 
heard. Washburn made his way 
from the platform. 

Carpenter, in an effort to restore 
order, pounded the table with his 
gavel and started to read a letter 
from Representative Louis A. 
Frothingham, president of the soci- 
ety, who expressed his regret at 
being unable to attend the meeting. 

The members, however, refused 
to be silenced, and continued to 
hiss and boo while .Mr. Carpenter 
read the letter from their president. 
Fully 200 members were present. 
Mr. Carpenter, however, reiterated 
his original statement that a com- 
parison between Mr. Coolidge and 
Senator Borah would enter into 
politics. 

W. G. Gavin, chairman of the en- 
tertainment committee, jumped to 
his feet at this point and said that 
since he had invited Mr. Washburn 
to speak he felt responsible for the 
rebuff which had been given him 
and that he resented the interrup- 
tion by Mr. Carpenter. 

He added that Mr. Washburn 
consented to deliver his address to 
entertain the members of the so- 
ciety and that his speech would 
have been good fun, good form and 
in good taste. 


Applauded and Hissed. 


As Mr. Washburn made his way 
from the hall many members ap- 
plauded, while others hissed. He 
was listed as the speaker of the 
evening and the subject of his ad- 
dress was, ‘‘Coolidge and Borah: 
The Turnpike and the Trail.” 

“It's a bold role I seek to play to 
venture to suggest that any one can 
compare Calvin.

New York, March 2 (By the As- 
sociated Press).-—A tidal wave of 
selling orders swept over the New 
York securities markets late today 
and carried scores of issues down 
5 to 40 points in the severest break 
that the New York Stock Exchange 
has encountered since the deflation- 
ary movement of 1920-21. 

The full force of the impact of 
selling did not strike the market 
until the last hour, during which 
total sales exceeded 1,400,000 
shares, a new high record, bringing 
the day’s total to 3,015,700, as 
against the record-breaking total of 
3,340,600 shares last November 10. 

The fact that the announcement 
of the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission’s rejection of the proposed 
‘‘Nickel Plate’’ merger came within 
an hour after the market closed, 
and that the rails were hit harder 


today than they have been at any! 


time in the four successive days of 
rapidly declining prices, started 
discussions in the financial district 
tonight as to whether there had 
been a “‘leak’’ on the sens mainder, 
action. 


Decision a Surprise. 


The decision took Wall street 
generally by surprise as rumors had 
been current for several days thai 
the Van Sweringens’ plans would 
be approved with possible modifica- 
tions. 

A canvass of the leading banks 
‘tonight failed to disclose any con- 
certed action toward supporting the 
market at tomorrow's opening, al- 
though individual banks and_ in- 
vestment concerns invariably place 
orders ‘‘under the market’’ follow- 
ing a break as extensive as that 
which occurred today.

President Signs Tenney and 
Postoffice Appropria- 
tion Measures. 


Final passage was effected yes- 
terday of the $425,000,000 defi- 
ciency bill carrying $1,700,000 for 
the District. Also, the House 
passed the independent offices bill 
carrying $509,000,000 and_ the 
President signed the Treasury and 
Postoffice appropriations bill total- 
ing $868,281,501. 

The Senate adopted a conference 
report on the deficiency measure 
breaking a deadlock when it voted 
‘o make the Navajo Indians pay 
half the cost of a $200,000 bridge 
across the Colorado river. 

In the independent offices bill the 
House raised the Shipping Board 
emergency fund appropriation from 
$13,900,000 to $18,691,000. The 
board had stated before the com- 
mittee, Representative McDuffie, of 
Alabama, said in offering the in- 
crease, that this amount Was neces- 
sary in order that the board might 
maintain its present standard of 
service. He understood that the 
budget bureau had no objection to 
the increase. 


Walter Reed Included. 


In addition to the strictly local 
items, the deficiency bill, which now 
goes to the President, appropriates 
$140,000 for the director of public 
buildings and grounds to repair 
temporary office buildings, and 
$2,000,000 in direct appropriations 
and contract authorizations to the 
War Department for the erection of 
permanent buildings at Walter 
Reed hospital. 

Of the District funds $700,000, 
to be made available immediately, 
are for new street paving and im- 
provement projects, $300,000 for 
schools already projected, but for 
which the costs were “originally 
underestimated; $41,000 for the 
traffic director, $250,000 for the 
maintenance of District patients at 
St. Elizabeths hospital, funds for 
the repair of the roof of the Dis- 
trict jail, and sundry other items. 

A sharp attack by Democrats on 
the President’s method of appoint- 
ing members of the tariff commis- 
sion, led by Representative Hull, 
of Tennessee, preceded passage of 
the independent offices bill. Repre- 
sentative Linthicum, of Maryland. 
sought to insert a stipulation that 
no member could be appointed to 
the board who had given the Presi- 
dent his resignation beforehand, 
but his amendment was ruled out 
of order. 

The bill carries $444,460 for the 
execgtive office, $130,650 for the 
alien property custodian, $800,000 
for the American battle monuments 
commission, $2,500,000 for pro- 
ceeding with the erection of the 


Arlington Memorial bridge, $448,- 
616 for the board of tax appeals,

sion, $843,260 for the Federal 
board for vocational education, 
$29,400 for the Federal power com- 
mission, $997,000 for the Federal 
Trade Commission, $3,714,400 for 
the general accounting office, $675,- 
398 for the government hotels, $6,- 
153,157 for the Interstate Com- 
merce Commisison, $2,301,850 for

| zens’ advisory council, with a letter 
|emphatically denouncing critics of 
that body and its chairman, Jesse 

. Suter. He called the attacks on 
Mr. Suter and the council ‘‘wholly 
‘ unwarranted, unjust, and another 
instance of what Longfellow calls 
‘the vice of republics.’ ”’ 

Mr. Torbert, the second member 
of the council to refuse to stand for 
return to that office, assigned the 
condition of his health and the ex- 
acting nature of the duties as the 
causes of his action. Charles A. 
Baker withdrew from the race when 
nominated, alleging inability to give 
the necessary time to the work. 

The letter announcing Mr. Tor- 
bert’s decision, was addressed to 
Chester R. Smith, president of the 
Rhode Island Citizens association, 
of which the councilman is a mem- 
ber and which had renominated 
him. It said, in part: 


Praises Council’s Work. 


“As I am about to retire from 
the council I feel that I may, with- 
out impropriety, meet, in a few 
words, the attacks now being made 
upon it by irresponsible individuals 
and by associations which are act- 
ing either ill advisedly, or with ul- 
terior motives. 

“The council has met its exacting 
duties in an efficient and business- 
like manner; it has reflected, as 
nearly as such a-body can, public 
sentiment and voiced the public 
will. Its members have worked 
hard and intelligently with an eye 
to the welfare of the District as a 
whole. Its actions have been prac- 
tically free from political consid- 
erations as affecting its members, 
a condition that never has obtained 
in a like body chosen by what we 
are pleased to call the popular vote, 
otherwise known as the rule of the 
bosses. 


Representative Group. 


‘“‘Chosen, as it is, by outstanding 
residents of the District, from every 
section thereof, by men and women 
possessing only their sense of obli- 
gation to serve others, the council 
is, in my opinion, a far more repre- 
sentative body than would be one 
chosen through the medium of par- 
tisan political machines dominated 
by self-seeking leaders.

The public health service in reporting on a 
survey of disabilities that incapacitate work- 
The sur- 
vey among 153,000 workers in 1924, and a 
summary of surveys taken for five years, dis- 
closed that respiratory diseases accounted for 
47 per cent of all the sickness reported. In- 
fluenzu was found to be of outstanding im- 
Any considerable reduction in its 
frequency, even in years like 1921 and 1924, 
in which no epidemic occurred, would mean 
the elimination of thousands of days of idle- 
ness for American wage earners. The fre- 
quency of disabilities lasting eight days or 
longer was 44 per cent higher among females 
thun among mules. The frequency of illness 
among women in industrial employment cov- 


ering uw period of three years was three and: 


one-half times greater than among men. 


| There was considerably more sickness reported 


among men employed in public utilities than 


| in manufacturing industries, but a higher rate 
'was found for certain epidemics and infectious 
diseases, such as smallpox, typhoid fever and 
pneumonia, among iron and steel workers. 


The report disgloses the important fact that 
influenza, or grip, is the greatest enemy to 
health in the whole category of diseases. In 
itself, perhaps, it is not as dangerous as some 
other diseases, but the frequency with which it 
leads to pneumonia makes it an ailment against 
which the public should always be on guard. 
Washington has suffered severely from this 
disease and from pneumonia during the last 
three or four months. It is therefore highly 
important for the public to take every 
tion against contracting grip or influenza.

leased on $500 bonds. The charges 
were based on utterances at a meet- 
ing here January 26. 

Speech Itself Legal. 


The court stated that in making 
the finding of guilty on the sedition 
charge it took into consideration 
the fact that in the main portion of 
his speech Bimba had kept within 
the limitations of the sedition stat- 
ute, but that his crime had been 
-committed in answers to “fighting 


« questions’’ put by the audience. 


“It was shown in the evidence 
that the defendant said he himself 
did not believe in God,’”’ Judge King 
said in dismissing the blasphemy 
charge. ‘‘It is not certain that he 
said more. It seems apparent to 
most of us that there was no sense 
in his bringing this statement into 
a protest against the Lithuanian 
government, but, apparently, it re- 
sulted from the fact as alleged in 
testimony that the Lithuanian gov- 
ernment is clerical. 

“Mr. 
touched upon the religious aspect 
of that government with the intent 
to ‘show them up.’ He certainly 
He attempted 
to show the hypocritical attitude of 
that government and to show it 
acted irreligiously. 

‘“T do not hold that his state- 
ments as to personal religion played 
any part in this case. I am con- 
tent to leave it that the defendant’s 
declaration of personal belief was 
permissible. 

“The sedition charge was note- 
worthy in that the audience con- 
tained men apparently ready to 
‘get’ Mr. Bimba. On the whole, 
the remarks made in the speech 
were not sufficient to constitute se- 
dition. It is evident that he had 


not convinced some of the govern- | 
ment witnesses that they were suf- | 


ficient. So they put ‘fighting ques- 
tions’ to some extent at least de- 
signed to stir him up and get a 
fuller declaration.”’ 


Within Sedition Law. 
The court reviewed four of the 


my questions which were asked of 


Bimba at the close of the ad@ress. 
One was why he now fdvored the 
communist party over socialism, 
which he had professed previously. 
Another was, ‘‘Why is not the Lith- 
uanian flag flown in Brockton?” 

The third was, ‘‘How can Lith- 
uanians in America best improve 
their condition?’’ 

The fourth was, ‘‘Why don’t you 
zo to Russia if conditions are so 
good there?’’ 

The judge pointed out that these 
questions apparently did not follow 
from anything said by the defend- 
ant in his speech, and therefore he 
’ termed them all ‘‘fighting ques- 

tions.”’ : 

The court said that as a net re- 
sult of these considerations he felt 
the orator had brought himself 
within the sedition’ statute, but not 
within that portion of “‘inciting,’’ as 
he had not counseled any imme- 
diate action for the overthrow ‘of 
the American government.

HISTORY 


“The business of Collins & Aikman Company was founded 
in New York about 1840 as G. L. Kelty & Company. Upon 
the death of Mr. Kelty in 1889 the business was carried on by 
his son and Mr. Charles M. Aikman, his nephew, who is 
still a member of the Board of Directors.

REPEAL UF LEGAL 
‘CHECK ON WOMEN 


Old Law Hindering Married 
Women From Making 
Contracts Denounced. 


BAN ON FALSE POLICE 
REPORTS IS REQUESTED 
Great Falls hesnee Project In- 
dorsed Despite Budget 
Chief’s Frown. 


Legislation enacted years ago to 
protect married women in posses- 
sion of property and complained of 


by women of today as making it 
impossible for them to control their 
own wealth, was recommended for 
repeal yesterday by the District 
board of commissioners. 

The board forwarded a report to 
Congress advocating passage of a 
bill to strike from the District code 
the following language: 

‘No married woman shall have 
power to make any contract as 
surety, or guarantor, or as accom- 
modating drawer, acceptor, maker 
or indorser.’’ 2 


Stephens Gives Opinion. 


An opinion of Corporation Coun- 
sel Francis H. Stephens said that 
not only organized groups of wom- 
en, but bankers approve the repeal 
of the section. 

The commissioners sent a request 
to Congress to enact a bill recom- 
mended by Superintendent of Po- 
lice Edwin B. Hesse to make it a 
misdemeanor, punishable y fine 
and imprisonment, to lodge false 
criminal complaints with the po- 
lice department. The bill is aimed 
at persons who manufacture alibis, 
when in embarrassing circum- 
stances, to avoid scandal. 


Agrees With Council. 


Exemption from the restrictions 
of the proposed new insurance code 
was asked for real estate title com- 
panies. This recommendation by the 
commissioners was identical with 
that voted Monday by the citizens’ 
advisory council. 

The Great Falls power develop- 
ment bill was indorsed by the com- 
missioners who, however, also in- 
formed Congress that the bureau 
of the budget. characterized it as 
not in harmony with the Presi- 
dent’s economy program. 

. Better lighting in P street north- 
west, between Iowa and Dupont 
circles, by replacing present street 
lamps with others of 260-candle- 
power, was authorized.

CHANGES IN DISTRICT 


ROAD PLAN DloGUSoED 


City and Park Planning Com- 
mittee Considers Two High- 
ways Improvements. 


UNIFIED DATA IS SOUGHT 


Changes in the present District 
highway. plan were considered yes- 


terday at a meeting of the city and 
park planning committee. One is 
in the vicinity of Foxhall and Res- 
ervoir roads northwest, and pro- 
vides for a continuance of Foxhall 
road north of Reservoir road and 
following the existing’ line of Ridge 
road. As now arranged in the 
highway plan, this part of Ridge 
road would have been eliminated 
and a straight road cut through to 
remove curves. The committee be- 
lieves, however, that the present 
curving roadway should be kept, 
but that it should be widened from 
33 to 90 feet. 

Another change proposed near 
here is for a short connecting road 
between Potomac avenue and Con- 
duit road so that the roadway will 
pass under the Cabin John car line 
of the Washington Railway & Elec- 
tric Co., eliminating a grade cross- 
ing. A relocation of a short section 
of Forty-fourth street north of 
Reservoir road, to constitute a 
boundary for the Archbold park- 
way, will also be recommended. 
These will be submitted to the Dis- 
trict commissioners. 

The committee also considered 

standardization of engineering data 
used in city engineering work. 
Present data is worked out from 
plans of the United States en- 
gineers, the District government, 
and the United States coast and 
geodetic surveys. Committee plans 
and District plans should be worked 
from a common basis, it was ar- 
gued. 
Relocation of Volta place, be- 
tween Q street and Foxhall and 
Conduit roads, and a proposed 
change in the highway plan in the 
vicinity of Branch road and the dis- 
trict south of Pennsylvania avenue, 
were also considered. 

Cooperation and service of the 
allied architects of Washington in 
public and semi-public work was 
offered the office of public build- 
ings and public parks and the city 
and park planning committee by 
Jules H. De Sibour and Nathan 
Wyeth, representatives of the or- 
ganization.

Maj. Gen. Edward, Former | 
Commander, Is Guest; 
Memorial Planned. 


W. P. CONNERY NEW HEAD 


Members of the Twenty-sixth 
division held the second annual 
dinner of the YD club, of Wash- 
ington, at Wardman Park hotel last 
night with Maj. Gen. Clarence R. 
Edwards, who commanded the di- 
vision in France, as the guest of 
honor. Gen. Edwards came to 
Washington from Boston yesterday 
to attend the reunion, and altnough 
he had no prepared speech, he 
talked informally of the plans of 
the division to erect in France, 
probably north of Chateau Thierry, 
a memorial monument to the YD 
boys who gave their lives on the 
battlefields of the western front. 
The monument will be given by the 
members of the division to their de- 
ceased comrades. 

Among the out-of-town guests 
were Brig. Gen. John H. Sherbourne, 
Brig. Gen. Charles <A. Stevens 
and Ralph Eastman, of Boston. 
They made addresses, as did Sena- 
tor Dale, of Vermont; Representa- 
tive E. Hart Fenn, of Connecticut; 
and George Rothwell Brown, who, 
as the war correspondent of The 
Washington Post, was with this di- 
vision in France and is an honorary 
member of it. 

There were a number of one- 
minute sketches by members of the 
division in which everybody par- 
ticipated, and a great deal of sing- 
ing of the favorite songs of 1917. 
The speeches were held down to 
three minutes by a traffic signal 
which started them off with a green 
light and closed them abruptly with 
the red in a clever take-off of Wash- 
ington’s new traffic regulations.

SENATE RECENES 
DISTRICT TEACHERS 
RETIREMENT BILL 


Capper Submits Measure 
From Larner; Favored 
by All Groups.

The teachers’ retirement bill, 
bandied about among parent-teach- 
ers, teachers’ organizations and 
was introduced in 
yesterday by Senator 
chairman of thé Senate 
District committee. 

As finally perfected, according 
to John B. Larner, who submitted 
it to the senator, it has the in- 
dorsement of everybody concerned,” 
including the District commir 
sioners. 


Under the terms of the meas. 

a new system will be establishe. 
by which the teachers upon retire- 
ment will receive an annuity based 
upon one per cent of their average 
annual salary for the preceding 10 
years multiplied by 10. The an- 
nuity would not exceed $2,000 an- 
nually plus $20 for each year’s 
service not exceeding more than 
30 years. No annuity would be less 
than $600. 


Optional at Age of 62. 


At the age of 62 either the 
teacher or board may initiate steps 
for the retirement of a teacher, 
while retirement is compulsory at 
the age of 70 years, unless two- 
thirds of the board of education 
decide otherwise. To enjoy the re~- 
tirement privileges a teacher must. 
have been continously employed 
here since he or she was 62 years 
old. At the age of 45, and after 
10 years’ service, a teacher may 
be retired upon medical authority 
when incapacitated, while this pri- 
vilege, also obtains after 15 
years’ service, regardless of the age 
of the teacher. 

An 8-per cent limit is placed on 
the amount that.may be deducted 
from the teachers’ salaries toward 
the support of the act, and the 
maximum salary on which this fee 
is deducted is raised to $2,000. 

In computing years of service, 
the new Dill provides that a maxi- 
mum of 10 years’ credit may be 
given for service outside the Dis- 
trict of Columbia.
